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General Conference Opens Saturday 
With Large List of Reservations; 
ManyProminent Speakers Comin 


Every indication points to the 
best attended Northfield General 
conference of Christian workers 
in ten years, according to reserva- 
tions made for this “mother of 
summer conferences,” which gets 
under way for ite two weeks of 
meetings Saturday night. Presi- 
dent William E. Park of the 
Northfield schools will begin his 
first year as presiding officer of 
this 62-year-old gathering, which 
was founded and led by Dwight 
L, Moody, and then by his aon, 
the late William R. Moody, next 
by another son, Paul Dwight 
Moody, and now by Mr. Park. Dr. 
Paul Moody and Dr. Paul &, 
Scherer of New York will be on 
the platform Saturday night, and 
assist as presiding officers during 
the two weeks. 

The distinctive feature of the 
atrong Northfield platform will 
again be in evidence in thé pre- 
sence of the British educator and 
theologian, Nathaniel Micklem, 
principal and professor of Dog- 
matic Theology at Mansfield col- 
lege, Oxford, since 1932. He will 
represent the British church lead- 
ers, who have always held a strong 
place in the Northfield program. 
In addition to his vigorous 
tellectual leadership, “he is one 


of the greatest authorities on the | if 


German church in relation to the 
Nazi government.” 

Dr, Micklem will address the 
ministers at 10 o’clock each day 
beginning Tuesday, Aug. 12, and 
speak at other meetings for the 
general public, including the two 
services Sunday, Aug. 17. Dr. 
Gaius Glenn Atkins, professor- 
emeritus of homoletics and socci- 
ology of Auburn Theological sem- 
inary, is the speaker next Sunday 
morning and evening. He will also 
address the ministers at 10 daily 
during the first week. Dr. Atkins 
was formerly a teacher at Mount 
Hermon school and then pastor of 
the Second Congregational church 
at Greenfield. 


The women’s meetings held 
each morning at 9:15 in Music 
hall will be in charge of Mrs.. 
Frank V. Evans. Speakers will be 
Dr. Paul Scherer, who has ably 
held the interest in these meetings 
during the past two years, and 
Miss Sue Weddell, general secre- 
tary of the Women’s Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Reformed 
church. She has been a frequent 
speaker at other conferences held 
in Northfield. These meetings for 
the women of the conference be- 
gan several years ago under the 
leadership of Mrs. W. R. Moody. 
During the two weeks, speakers 
from the ministers’ meetings and 
the auditorium services address 
the women occasionally. 


Por many years now the two 
morning hourly lectures for the 
ministers have attracted a grow- 
ing number of the church leaders 
in many denominations. Especially 
noticeable have been the _ in- 
creased number of younger min- 
isters, who have found in these 
services understanding of the 
foundations of the Christian faith. 
There has been theology and 
there has also been enrichment 
of the personal life by the dis- 
cussion of such topics as prayer. 
Helpful also have been such 
topics as problems of the minister 
in his duties as preacher and 
methods of helping parishioners. 


“During the first week at the 9 
o’clock hour for ministers Prof. 
Reinhold Niebuhr of Union Theo- 
logical seminary will address the 
ministers. Prof. Niebuhr is one 
of the most stimulating forces in 
Christian and. social thought in 
America today. His messages will 
provoke thinking. Dr. Atkins has 
the second hour. Dr. Harris, past- 
or of the Franklin Street Presby- 
terian church in Baltimore for 
many years, will return to the 
General conference, where he has 
been a speaker and influence cov- 
ering many decades. 

In addition to Dr. Kirk’sa ad- 
dresses to clergymen the first 
hour the second week, he will be 
available for interviews with 
pastors who wish to discuss with 
him problema of the ministry, 
especially the kind of books ne- 
ceasary for good preaching. Prof. 
Micklem will have the second 
hour for ministers the second 
week.

EDITORIAL 


CHURCH GAINS 

The criticism that is sometimes 
heard that the Christian church is 
losing its power and nfluence, is 
absolutely in error and can be re- 
futed. At no time in history was 
its work as great or as extensive 
as at. the present.

The Back Yard Gardener

If a man’s house is his castle, |IMf 


how would you classify his gar- 
den? Now, some folks would un- 
doubtedly give one answer and 
others something else, but the 


particular answer I’m looking for |ff 


is “his bread basket.” 


We read a great deal these days 
about the bread basket of Russia 
and the bread baskets of other 
eountries. And from what we read 
and hear—well, a bread basket is 
much more important than a 
castle. Now just’between you and 
me, and the lamp post, my garden 
fa proving to me that sueh is the 
ease. Oh, of course, some people 
will argue the point, but now is 
the time when we really begin to 
appreciate a home garden. 

Two vegetables a day besides 
potatoes is the rule which nu- 
tritionists give us. I’m only hoping 
that when we eat four or five 
they’ll make up for days later in 
the year when we don’t have the 
two on the menu. For example, 
the other day we had beets, string | 
beans, tomatoes, and onions in 
the potatoes, all out of the home 
garden. And had we wished it we 
could have had that particular 
day carrots, sweet corn, and blue- 
berries... 

The other day I got to figuring 
and here’s the result. I paid $1.50 
for plowing; I paid about $2 for 
pest control material; $1 for some 
strawberry plants for next year— 
incidentally most of them died, so 
(Wl have to buy some othersa— 
‘gbout $2 worth of seed and about 
‘$2 worth of fertilizer went cn the 
garden. 

The one row of sweet corn that 
we have harvested—we have six 
more coming on—produced about 
| eight dozen ears. At 40 cents a 
dozen—present price in our town 
—that would make more than $3 
worth cf sweet corn. We've al- 
ready put away numerous carrots 
and beets and beans and tomatoes 
in our personal bread baskets. 

We’ve canned 21 pints of beans 


‘\with 30 or 40 more pints sched- 


uled for the next week. And we'll 
do likewise with carrots. and to- 
matoes and beets. And I’m put- 
ting in some for fall harvest to 
store in the cellar. So you can see 
that yours truly is going to have 
a bread basket that is pretty well 
filled. 

In fact, I’m trying to practice 
the suggestion which I>got from 
the State college, “Better living 
from the land.”’ This fall, as I 
told you, I’m going to have some 
pullets to lay: me some eggs. 

When you read this, I'll be up 
at the Farm and Home Week ab- 
sorbing some knowledge I hope. 
If I don’t it’l] be my own lack of 
ability, and in the weeks to come 
Pll try to pass along to you back 
yard gardeners some of the ideas 
picked up there. 

While I’m at Farm and Home 
Week, Mum and the children will 
be taking care of four little rab- 
bits we caught the other night. 
The neighbor’s cat got part of 
the litter, but in the furore that 
followed the cat’s locating the 
rabbits, we managed to rescue 
four. We're feeding them milk out 
of a medicine dropper right now, 
but they’re learning rapidly that 
carrots and cabbage are good to 
eat. Somebody asked how we 
could afford to feed them. I sald, 
“Well, I don’t know. The only 
difference in that I pick the staff 
before they eat it.”
